Brief  Conr.cnts 


Although  the  Birth  Hate  has  continued  to  rise,  it  is  still  slightly  below  the 
average  for  the  Country  as  a whole.  The  Death  Hate  is  the  lov/est  recorded  for  the 
past  5 years  and  sho\/3  a marked  decrease  on  the  figujoe  for  I962.  Of  the  individual 
causec  of  death  only  one  shows  an  increase  worthy  of  note  - pneumonia  being  responsible 
for  25  i;:C7.’e  deaths  than  in  19e2.  T\7o  of  the  chief  causes  of  death,  i.e.  all  forms 
of  cancer  and  all  forms  of  heart  and  circulatory  diseases  both  shov/  a decrease,  the 
former  by  24  deaths  and  the  latter  by  35*  should  be  noted,  however,  that  in 

spite  of  the  general  decrease  in  cancer  deaths,  cancer  of  the  lung  still  remains  the 
same  as  for  the  two  preceding  years. 

The  fact  that  we  have  had  no  case  of  diphtheria  since  1949  snd  no  case  of 
poliomyelitis  since  195^  continues  to  prove  the  effectiveness  of  our  immunisation 
campaign  and  here  I '.vould  stress  once  more  that  these  two  dreaded  diseases  will  again 
re-appear  should  parents  ever  becou:e  apathetic  tov/ards  the  protective  measures 
available. 

The  local  Hanc  Safety  Committee  continued  its  activities  during  the  year. 

This  is  a voluntary  Cernnittee,  holding  monthly  meetings,  and  its  members  represent 
a large  and  varied  number  of  bodies  in  the  community.  It  v/as  inaugurated  in 
October,  196O  and  its  main  activity  over  t’le  y^ars  has  boon  the  organisation  of 
publicity  campaigns  and  ozhibitions  designed  to  impress  upon  the  public  the  need  for 
greater  care  in  order  to  prevent  the  increasing  luimbcr  of  accidents  in  the  home. 

The  Corimittee  is  supported  b:/  an  annual  grant  of  £15  per  year  from  the  Hest  Riding 
County  Council  and  in  addition,  the  Count^^  A'^thority  supply  demonstration  models, 
posters  and  leaflets.  A further  welcome  grant  of  £22.10s.0d.  v/as  also  made  by  your 
Council  during  the  year. 


I should  like  to  empress  my  appreciation  to  all  departments  of  the  Council  and 
to  the  professional  and  clerical  staff  of  the  Divisional  Health  Office  for  their  valued 
help  and  co-operation  during  the  year. 

In  conclusion  may  I tharic  the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  all 
members  of  the  Council  for  their  help  and  courteous  reception  throughout  the  year.

I have  the  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Twentieth  Annual 
Report,  in  which  is  given  a "brief  review  of  the  working  of  my 
Department,  and  of  the  sanitary  conditions  appertaining  in  the 
Boro\igh  during  the  year  19^3 • 

Throughout  the  year  continued  progress  was  maintained  in  the 
now  almost  routine  fields  of  slum  clearance,  housing  improvement 
and  food  hygiene.  I am  happy  to  report  that  in  certain  aspects 
of  environmental  hygiene,  steps  have  been  taken  which  have  resulted 
or  Tiill  result  in  major  progress.  The  completion  of  the  new 
modern  mortuary  met  a long  felt  need  and  provided  more  hygienic, 
convenient  and  humane  conditions  for  the  storage  of  bodies,  for 
post-mortem  examinations  and  for  the  identification  of  deceased 
persons  by  their  bereaved  next  of  kin.  In  the  field  of  Public 
Conveniences,  the  completion  of  the  Bus  Station  with  its  excellent 
conveniences  has  further  improved  the  facilities  available  to  the 
public.  The  making  of  the  Council's  first  Smoke  Control  Order  is 
but  an  initial  step  in  what  will  be  a major  undertaking  but  as  the 
houses  in  the  Sinawthome  axea  are  completed  and  become  tenanted, 
the  experience  of  these  tenants  will,  I feel,  do  much  to  allay  many 
fears  of  smoke  control  which  are  prevalent  amongst  our  mining 
community.  A further  inovation  in  the  Department  was  the  purchase 
and  introduction  into  use  of  a specialist  mechanical  gritting 
machine.  Even  in  the  relatively  mild  winter  of  I963/64  the  use 
of  this  vehicle  gave  quicker  and  better  service  with  considerable 
economics  in  operation  and  materials. 

Other  improvements  in  the  field  of  Public  Health  which,  though 
not  yet  in  being,  occupied  considerable  work  in  the  planning  stages, 
are  the  proposed  new  abattoir  and  new  incinerator,  I look  forward 
v;ith  great  pleasure  to  being  able  to  say  in  my  next  Annual  Report 
that  both  these  major  projects  have  been  completed.  Further 
details  of  the  above  will  be  given  under  the  appropriate  headings 
later  in  the  report, 

I feel  it  will  be  of  value  to  review,  as  is  my  usual  practice, 
new  legislation  passed  in  19^3  which  will  effect  the  work  of  my 
Department,  Tv/o  such  Acts  of  Parliament  completed  their  passage 
through  both  Houses  but  in  both  cases  the  operative  date  has  been 
set  in  1964*  The  major  one  of  these  is  the  Offices,  Shops  and 
Railv/ay  Premises  Act,  19^3 • This  Act  will  be  of  major  importance 
and  will  result  in  extensive  work  by  the  Department  in  future  years. 
Some  mention  has  been  made  of  this  Act  at  a number  of  Council 
meetings,  but  in  view  of  its  great  significance  I propose  to  deal 
with  it  in  more  detadl  later  in  this  report.  The  second  Act  was 
the  Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act,  19^3 . This  again  does 
not  come  into  force  until  19^4t  But  a brief  summary  will  be  given 
in  a subsequent  paragraph. 

In  addition  to  the  Acts  of  Parliament,  two  Statutory  Instruments 
were  issued  in  1963*  The  first  of  these  was  the  Meat  Inspection 
Regulations,  1963*  These  came  into  force  before  the  end  of  the 
year  and  are  of  such  import  that  I propose  to  give  more  detail 
later  under  the  appropriate  heading. 
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The  second  set  of  Regulations  were  the  Milk  (Special  Designations) 
Regulations,  I965.  These  effect  changes  in  the  names  under  which 
milk  can  be  sold,  but  they  do  not  begin  to  operate  until  late  1964* 

HOUSING 


One  of  the  essentials  of  good  environmental  health  is  that  all 
persons  should  be  adeq\is,tely  housed  in  dvvellings  which  are  not  only 
of  satisfactory  construction  and  free  from  sanitary  defects,  but 
which  are  provided  with  the  necessary  modem  amenities.  Unfor- 
tunately, T/e  have  not  yet  reached  this  desirable  position,  but  the 
Department ’ s efforts  to  achieve  this  have  been  continued  during 
1963.  The  scheduled  programme  of  oleoranoe  of  unfit  bouses  for  the 
year  was  duly  reported  upon,  the  timing  of  v/hich  was  ar ringed  to 
integrate  ?;ith  the  availability  of  new  houses.  The  renousing  of 
families  from  previous  years*  programmes  v/as  at  a high  level  and  it 
v/as  pleasing  to  see  the  progress  of  this  work  in  the  vdiitwood  area 
which  ha,d  been  somexvhat  delayed  due  to  the  desire  of  the  occupantg 
to  remain  in  the  near  vicinity.  Further  progress  was  made  in  the 
modernising  of  dv;ellings  by  the  making  of  both  discretiona,ry  and 
standard  grants  whilst  every  effort  is  made  to  achieve  speedy  and 
satisfactory  repair  of  any  defects  found  in  rented  properties. 

I will  deal  with  these  and  other  aspects  of  Housing  more  fully 
mder  spparate  sub-headings. 

New  Housing 

In  1965?  the  Council  completed  I70  houses  to  meet  Slum 
Clearance  and  general  needs.  Some  IO6  of  these  were  in  the  second 
stage  of  the  Love  Lane  Housing  Site  and  a further  12  flats  were 
built  on  the  Half  Acres  area  fronting  Beancroft  Road.  The  other 
52  houses  were  erected  on  vacant  land  near  the  \Wiitwood  Clearance 
Area  and  this  building  will  enable  the  rehousing  from  that  area  to 
be  completed  and  the  subsequent  demolition  of  the  unfit  houses  and 
redevelopment  of  the  site. 

In  addition  to  the  above  houses,  the  Council  completed  a fui-thex- 
15  houses  for  sale  in  the  Barnes  Road  area. 

Private  Housing 

During  the  year,  some  49  houses  were  completed  by  private  firms 
on  a number  of  sites  within  the  Borough.  The  demand  for  such 
houses  still  appears  to  be  high  but  the  sites  available  for  such  are 
very  limited. 

Slum  Clearance 

One  Clearance  Jirea  was  reported  upon  early  in  the  year  and  Y;as 
confirmed  in  19^3 > but  the  majority  of  houses  scheduled  for  action 
in  1963  were  reported  upon  la,ter  in  the  year  and  thus  confirma-tion 
will  not  be  received  until  late  in  1964*

In  addition  to  work  on  the  normal  yearly  programme,  during  the 
latter  pa,rt  of  1963?  survey  v;ork  was  carried  out  throughout  the 
town  to  assess  the  condition  of  houses  classified  in  the  later  part 
of  the  Slimi  Clearance  Programme,  together  with  other  houses  which, 
though  not  in  the  original  1954  progi-amme,  ha.ve  deteriorated  since 
that  date  and  may  have  to  be  considered  for  action.  The  results 
of  this  survey  Y;ere  not  fully  ready  at  the  end  of  1963?  but  T/ere 
the  subject  of  a special  report  early  in  I964.  As  a consequence 
of  the  survey,  it  v/as  possible  to  gain  a full  picture  of  progress 
of  slum  clearance  vrork  based  on  the  1954  report,  end  I give  in 
Table  I the  position  of  the  work  as  at  31st  December  I963.  This 
shows  that  the  original  figure  of  2220  has  been  increased  to  2768 
mainly  by  inclusion  of  houses  in  the  \Iheldon  Road  area  and  of 
these  some  1945  have  been  reported  upon  by  the  Department,  A 
re-assessment  of  the  balance  of  houses  has  had  to  be  made,  but 
this  took  place  outside  the  year  under  review. 

In  order  to  further  illustrate  the  results  of  the  programme 
I have  again  repeated  Table  II  which  gives  a picture  of  the  number 
of  houses  demolished  or  closed  and  the  numbers  of  families  rehoused. 
The  totals  from  this  table  show  that  since  the  beginning  of  the 
programme  some  I422  families  have  been  rehoused  and  1274  houses 
demolished  together  with  IO5  other  houses  closed. 
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Well  Maintained  Houses 


In  addition  to  the  normal  work  of  clearance  a further  duty  in  th 
this  field  is  the  assessment  of  well  maintained  awards  made  by  the 
Ministry  Inspector  relating  to  houses  in  clearance  a.reas  and  the 
investigation  and  report  on  claims  made  on  individual  ho\xses.  In 
1963*  due  to  the  fact  that  the  programme  was  reported  late  in  the 
year  and  the  decision  on  areas  not  received,  this  work  was  confined 
to  individual  claims  and  to  clearing  up  the  claims  from  1962. 

Improvement  of  Houses 

This  work  is  becoming  of  increasing  importance  and  I feel, 
therefore,  for  the  benefit  of  newer  members  of  the  Council  a more 
comprehensive  report  should  be  given. 

The  work  is  divided  into  twi  types  of  grants;  Discretionary 
and  Standard,  The  Standard  Grant  governs  only  the  provision  of 
five  amenities,  these  being  bath,  wash  basin,  water  closet,  hot 
water  and  foods tore.  Limits  are  laid  down  by  the  Government  as  to 

the  maximum  grant  for  each  amenity  and,  therefore,  this  class  of 
grant  is  confined  to  smaller  schemes  where  relatively  little 
structural  work  is  required. 

The  Discretionary  Grant  covers  the  provision  of  the  same  five 
amenities  but  the  maximum  grant  payable  is  increased  to  a limit  of 
£400,  and  thus  more  ambitious  schemes  such  as  the  building  on  of 
bathrooms,  etc.,  can  qualify.  In  addition  to  the  basic  amenities 
grant  can  also  be  paid  in  certain  cases  for  the  provision  of  approved 
type  fireplaces,  sink  units,  windows  and  other  improvements. 

The  work  of  the  Department  in  this  field  covers  many  aspects. 
These  range  from  the  initial  inspection  during  which  advice  is  given 
as  to  whether  the  propesed  scheme  is  likely  to  qualify  for  grant, 
and  often  advice  is  given  as  to  the  best  way  to  fit  the  required 
amenities  into  existing  premises,  l^hen  the  application  is  received 
it  is  necessary  to  check  the  estimates  and  plans  in  order  to  assess 
what  items  qualify  for  grant  and  to  report  on  these  to  the  appropriate 
Sub-Committee.  ¥/hen  grant  is  approved  and  the  work  is  commenced, 
it  is  necessary  to  carry  out  routine  inspections  to  ensure  a proper 
standard  of  workmanship,  and  to  make  a final  inspection  to  see  that 
the  works  are  fully  completed.  Unfortunately,  this  often  resiilts 
in  the  finding  of  defects  which,  though  mainly  of  a minor  character, 
result  in  the  recall  of  the  contractor  and  further  inspections. 
Finally,  the  accounts  submitted  by  the  applicant  have  to  be  checked 
with  the  initial  estimate. 

One  problem  that  is  arising  quite  regularly  is  that  contractors 
tend  to  take  on  a number  of  these  improvement  jobs  and  often  to 
satisfy  their  client,  start  the  work,  doing  only  a certain  amount, 
and  then  move  off  to  another  job  because  they  are  being  pressed  to 
start  by  another  client  who  may  threaten  to  employ  another  contractor 
if  the  works  are  not  commenced.  Thus  it  is  found  that  many  jobs 
drag  on  for  a long  period  when,  if  some  proper  planning  by  the 
contractor  was  xandertaken,  each  job  could  be  properly  completed  and 
the  grant  then  paid.  I woxild  emphasize,  however,  that  this  does  not 
apply  to  all  contractors  but  it  appears  to  be  a growing  trend  and 
one  much  to  be  deprecated. 

During  I963  there  has  been  a steady  increase  in  the  applications 
for  grant.  Altogether  some  90  applications  were  received  for 
Discretionary  Grant,  Three  of  these  had  to  be  refused  owing  to 
non-compliance  with  the  conditions  covering  grants,  but  the  remaining 
87  were  approved.  Seventy-nine  of  these  were  from  owner/occupiers 
and  only  8 were  received  from  the  owners  of  tenanted  houses. 

As  regards  Standard  Grants,  some  55  applications  were  received. 
Only  one  was  refused,  and  again  the  majority,  viz:  45  were  from 
owner/occupiers  and  only  9 were  from  other  owners. 
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These  figures  show  that  there  is  still  a reluctance  on  the 
part  of  ov/ners  to  take  advantage  of  the  grants  and  it  is  hoped  that 
the  new  Housing  Act  which  is  anticipated  in  I964  will  give  the 
required  powers  of  compulsion  so  that  all  houses  which  are  sound  in 
structure  can  be  provided  v/ith  the  essential  ojnenities. 

During  the  year  the  Council  formulated  a scheme  for  the  loan  to 
applicants  of  their  half  of  the  cost  of  the  improvements.  This  was 
not  fully  introduced  until  after  the  end  of  the  year,  but  it  is  antici- 
pated that  this  will  result  in  greater  use  of  the  Improvement  Grant 
provisions.  Full  detailed  figures  relating  to  this  work  are  given 
in  Tables  los  IIl(o)  cjid  (b),  together  v/ith  a Progress  Report  on  these 
grants  in  Table  IV  covering  the  period  since  the  inception  of  grants 
in  1954.

I am  happy  to  be  able  to  report  that  dxiring  19^5  no  problems 
arose  in  this  field,  We  appear  to  be  extremely  fortunate  as  this 
multiple  use  by  many  families  of  houses  which  lack  adequate  amenities 
appears  to  be  growing  ^ many  towns  throughout  the  country,  A 
number  of  Acts  of  Parliament  have  given  additional  powers  dealing 
with  these  cases  but  these  powers  are  still  somewhat  limited,  and  I 
feel  the  most  satisfactory  answer  is  to  find  these  cases  as  soon  as 
they  arise  and  take  strong  action  to  prevent  the  problem  being 
aggravated.  Thus  the  only  case  which  has  arisen  in  the  district 
prior  to  1963  "was  dealt  with  immediately  and  the  problem  was 
eliminated*

Section  9 the  Housing  Act,  1957»  is  used  to  require  the 
thorough  reconditioning  of  houses. 

Section  59  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1956,  deals  v/ith  such 
matters  as  blocked  or  defective  drains,  sink  waste  pipes,  etc. 

Section  45  is  used  for  water  closets  which  are  defective  but 
which  can  be  repaired  without  reconstruction. 

Section  47  deals  with  the  conversion  of  privies,  waste  water 
closets,  etc.  to  proper  wash  down  water  closets. 

Section  75  enforces  the  provision  of  proper  dustbins. 

Section  92/5  deals  with  premises  in  such  a state  as  to  be 
prejudicial  to  health  or  a nuisance  and  are  used  for  general 
repairs  to  houses. 

Section  17  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1961,  is  used  to  remedy 
stopped  up  drains,  etc. 

Section  26  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1961,  is  used  to  remedy 
nuisances  for  •urgent  repairs.

INSPECTION  MD  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


This  section  of  the  v/ork  of  the  Dopr.rtmont  is  a vital  one  to 
the  health  and  v/elfare  of  the  community.  Duties  include  inspection 
and  supervision  of  production  of  all  vanities  of  foods  in  factories, 
bakehouses,  preparing  premises  and  slaughterhouses,  and  similar 
control  in  storage  and  distribution  both  at  v/holesalers  premises, 
retail  shops  and  food  vehicles.  Many  processes  and  types  of  foods 
are  covered  and  I give  below  a summaiy  of  the  iype  of  premises 
dealt  T/ith, 

Food  Factories 

Factories  v/hich  process  and  produce  food  i/ithin  the  town 
include  two  making  sweet  confectionery.  One  of  these  is  a large 
establishment  producing  liquorice  and  allied  sweets,  whilst  the 
other  on  smaller  scale  produces  a variety  of  svreets  by  sugar 
boiling.  The  local  flour  mill  produces  various  types  of  flours 
and  at  three  other  premises  barley  is  treated  to  produce  malt  for 
brev;ing  purposes.  One  factory  still  produces  aerated  soft  drinlcs, 
and  another  establishment  processes  potoi-to  crisps.  Other  smaller 
premises  include  two  tripe  dressers,  one  fat  melter  and  one  gut 
scraper  who  prepares  casings  for  sausages,  etc. 

Food  Preparation  Premises 

Under  this  heading  I include  the  type  of  business  v/here  foods 
are  prepared  for  sale  directly  to  consumers  in  adjacent  or 
associated  shop  premises.  They  include  26  bakehouses  and  21 
premises  where  sausages  or  similar  prepared  foods  are  made. 

In  addition,  we  have  a locoJ.  dairy  at  v/hich  the  milk,  from  about 
100  farms  situated  mainly  outside  the  borough,  is  pasteurised, 

YiTholesale  Premises 

The  town  is  well  served  by  a number  of  wholesale  premises 
handling  a variety  of  foods.  Almost  all  fish  sold  in  the  town 
is  handled  at  the  three  ijarehouses  v;here  some  filleting  and 
preparation  takes  place  prior  to  sale  to  the  v;et  fish  shops  and 
to  the  many  fried  fish  premises  in  the  tovm. 

In  the  field  of  fruit  and  vegetables  much  of  the  supplies  is 
handled  in  the  three  wholesale  greengrocers  premises,  two  of  ivhich 
are  provided  v/ith  banana  ripening  houses.  In  addition,  two 
wholesale  grocers  have  warehouses  in  the  town  where  stocks  of 
tinned  and  other  packaged  foods  ore  held  in  order  that  local  small 
grocers  can  quickly  replenish  supplies. 

Retail  Premises 


In  1963  there  T;as  little  change  in  the  number  of  food  shops 
throughout  the  Borough,  Some  new  premises  came  into  operation, 
but  these  were  offset  by  closures  of  other  shops.  Current  figures 
of  shops  include  48  butchers,  27  confectioners,  12  wet  fish  shops, 
and  37  fried  fish  and  chip  shops.  Pour  multiple  stores  operate 
in  the  tovm  whilst  V+S  grocers  includs  a number  of  larger  self 
service  shops.  There  are  28  greengrocers  selling  fruit  and 
vegetables  and  44  shops  selling  sweets  and  tobacco.  The  to^m 
is  served  by  11  chemists  and  druggists  and  there  are  46  catering 
premises  varying  from  restaurants,  large  works  and  school 
canteens  to  small  snack  bars.  In  addition,  there  are  95  licensed 
premises  viiich  are  either  public  houses,  licensed  clubs  or  off- 
licence  shops. 

Mobile  Shops 

In  spite  of  the  provision  of  more  shops  in  the  larger  housing 
estates,  there  still  appears  to  be  a demand  for  this  type  of 
vehicle,  and  no  appreciable  reduction  in  numbers  has  been  observed. 
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Control  of*  these  d.s  exernised  londer  the  ¥est  Riding  County  Council 
(Generol  Powers)  iict,  1951>  which  enables  registration  of  vehicles 
and  consequential  control  of  hygiene.  Details  of  the  numbers  and 
types  of  vehicles  v/hich  are  registered  are  given  in  the  following 
table:

Food  Premises 


Having  given  details  of  the  type  of  premises  dealt  iidth  in 
general,  I would  like  to  expand  on  certain  a-spects  of  this  work. 

Over  the  past  few  years  I have  given  details  of  survey  v7ork 
carried  out  in  all  food  premises  and  consequentia.1  improvements 
secured  under  the  Food  Hygiene  RegidLations,  This  survey  and  its 
follo\7-up  has  been  a major  undertaking  by  the  Department  and  by 
this  it  has  been  possible  to  achieve  compliance  v/ith  the  regulations 
covering  the  structural  requirements  of  the  regulations. 

In  addition  to  these  structural  alterations,  much  v7ork  has 
been  done  to  ensure  that  food  handlers  make  proper  use  of  the 
facilities  novj  provided  and  maintain  the  requisite  standard  of 
food  hygiene.  This,  unfortunately,  is  not  easy  and  I feel  that 
much  v;ork  is  still  necessary  in  regular  routine  inspections  and 
visits  in  order  to  ensiire  that  there  is  no  relaxation  of  standards. 
No  serious  contravention  of  the  Regulations  was  found  in  I963  end 
there  v/as  no  need  for  any  prosecution. 

It  is  perhaps  unfortunate  that  the  results  of  this  work  are 
unobtrusive  and  it  is  only  when  failure  of  proper  hygiene  results 
in  an  outbreak  that  the  piiblic  at  large  become  conscious  of  the 
problem. 

Market  Hall 

In  this  field  I am  happy  to  report  the  completion  in  19^3  of 
the  scheme  for  provision  of  v/ashing  fa,cilities  to  all  food  shops 
and  stalls.  It  \;ill  be  remembered  that  some  grumbles  v/ere  heard 
from  some  market  tenants  when  the  scheme  wa.s  proposed,  but  since 
its  completion  I understand  tha.t  the  majority  of  the  tenants  are 
very  pleased  v/ith  the  greater  convenience  of  having  washing 
facilities  available  close  at  hand. 

MEAT  INSPECTION 


Meat  Supplies 

The  fl*esh  meat  supplies  of  the  tovm  during  19^3  continued  to 
be  obtained  in  a large  proportion  from  the  wholesaler  who  operates 
at  the  Council’s  public  slaughterhouse.  Certain  other  butchers 
purchase  carcases  of  neat  from  other  vidiolesalers  operating  outside 
the  borough  boundary,  v/hilst  a few  butchers  still  purchase  live 
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animals  and  have  then  slaughtered  at  premises  v/ithin  the  borough 
or  just  outside.  A snail  amount  of  imported  frozen  meat, 
mainly  lamb,  is  obtained  from  \7h0lesalers  outside  the  district. 

The  Public  Slau^ijhtorhouse 

The  Gbuncil  continued  to  operate  the  Public  Slaughterhouse 
on  premises  leased  from  the  Co-ov)orative  Retail  Services  Limited, 

As  in  past  years,  almost  all  arinals  killed  were  the  property  of 
one  v7holesaler  v/ho  purchases  animois  from  markets  throughout  tlie 
country  and  sells  carcases  of  moat  not  only  to  local  butchers, 
but  also  to  many  shops  lying  outside  the  borough. 

The  premises  were  originally  scheduled  to  bo  closed  dov/n  at 
the  end  of  19^3,  but  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food  agreed  to  an  extension  of  the  ’’appointed  day”  to  the  313^ 
December,  I96A,  in  view  of  the  Council’s  proposal  to  build  a 
modern  public  abattoir. 

As  can  be  seen  from  the  details  of  killings  given  laier,  the 
niomber  of  cattle  and  pigs  deait  \;ith  again  increased  in  19^3, 
ai though  the  throughput  of  sheep  dropped  due,  no  doubt,  to  the 
heavy  lamb  losses  during  the  severe  winter  of  I962/3.  It  vras, 
therefore,  only  with  the  greatest  of  difficuliy  that  these 
inadequate  premises  were  made  to  cope  with  such  a high  killing 
rate  and  this  further  increased  the  need  for  evening  and  weekend 
working  of  the  slaughterhouse  strif.  The  premises  are  such  that 
an  ideal  standard  of  hygiene  cannot  be  maintained,  but  every 
effort  v;as  ma.de  to  ensure  the  best  possible  conditions. 

The  Heat  Inspection  Regulations.  1963» 

The  neT7  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  came  into  operation  on 
the  1st  October,  1963<.  These  require  the  post-mortem  inspection 
by  officers  of  a LocaA  Authority  of  a.ll  carcases  killed  within 
anj’’  district,  A statutory  method  of  inspection  is  introduced 
which  standardises  procedures  tliroughout  the  country.  This  is  a 
great  improvement  on  former  practice  as  legal  backing  is  given  to 
inspection  and  condemna.tion  methods  v/heroa.s  previously  the  only 
authority  on  methods  of  inspection  wa.s  a Ministry  memorandum. 

This  post-mortem  inspection  varies  little  from  the  practice 
used  locally  before  the  operation  of  the  Regulations,  but,  in 
a.ddition,  the  liinistiy  suggest  tha.t  ante-mortem  inspection  of 
animaJ-s  be  carried  out  so  far  as  this  is  possible,  A further 
requirement  is  that  all  animaAs  pa.ssed  a.s  fit  after  inspection  be 
stamped  vmth  an  identifying  mark  of  the  Local  Authority  and  the 
inspector  concerned. 

The  impact  of  these  Regulations  has  been  the  need  for  an 
inspector  to  be  at  the  slaughterhouse  virtually  all  the  time 
that  IdLlling  taJees  place  and  this,  together  v/ith  increased  through- 
IDut  ha.s  placed  a great  burden  of  overtime  hours,  both  during 
evenings  and  at  the  v;eekends,  A further  implication  of  the 
Regulations  is  tha.t  a charge  can  be  made  for  the  inspection  of 
all  animals.  Prior  to  this  a treanmy  grant  v;as  made  for 
inspection  of  all  animals  over  a certamn  da.tum  numbers,  based  on 
the  population  of  the  district.  This  grant  has  now  ceasad 
but  a,s  can  be  seen  from  figures  given  in  la,ter  tables,  the  morA 
inspection  changes  'will  bring  in  a,  considerable  Siam  which  v/ill  do 
much  to  offset  the  salary  of  the  inspector  occupied  in  this  work. 
Duo  to  the  unsavoury  nature  of  the  work  in  the  existing  over- 
crowded laremises,  meat  inspection  duties  ane  spread  out  on  a rota 
basis,  both  for  day  to  day  and  weekend  work. 

The  New  Public  /ibattoir 

I made  mention  in  my  I962  report  tha,t  the  Council  had  made 
a decision  in  principle  to  build  a.  modern  Public  Abattoir,  This 
is  to  provide  slanghtering  facilities  of  the  most  up-to-date 
standard,  not  only  for  the  pi*escnt  throughput  of  the  public  and 
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private  slaughterhouses  of  the  borough,  but  also  adequate  in  size 
to  acconunodate  the  killings  of  a v;holesaler  in  .in  adjoining  authority. 

During  I963,  nuch  tine  has  been  spent  v/orking  in  conjunction 
T,vith  the  Borough  /u’chitect  and  other  officers  of  the  Council  in 
order  to  try  and  achieve  premises  ideally  suited  to  the  particular 
needs  of  the  borough.  At  the  suggestion  of  the  Ministry,  a "utber 
of  visits  were  paid  to  recently  built  abattoirs  at  DuckinfielJ^ 

Grimsby  and  Norwich,  and  our  very  best  thanks  are  due  to  the  officers 
of  the  various  Corpora.tions  for  not  only  shov;ing  us  the  good  points 
of  their  premises,  but  particularly  for  pointing  out  errors  in  design 
which  had  only  become  apparent  under  working  conditions.  The 
members  of  the  deputation  were  particularly  impressed  v?ith  the  new 
premises  at  Norwich  and,  although  these  \7ere  dealing  with  different 
conditions  and  throughput  to  our  own,  they  appeared  to  approximate 
to  the  capacity  a,nd  layout  we  desired,  A further  advantage  of 
this  abattoir  v/as  that  by  using  some  unconventional  features  of  d 
design,  considerable  econom:' sa had  been  achieved  over  other  methods 
of  construction. 

It  vras,  therefore,  decided  by  the  Committee  to  base  our  design 
on  an  overall  plan  similar  to  Norv/ich  but  much  work  devolved  upon 
the  Borough  iirchitect’ s,  and  my  o\?n  Departments  in  the  many  modifica- 
tions of  the  internal  layout  to  siiit  our  pa.rticular  operational 
requirements,  I feel  I v/ould  be  remiss  if  I did  not  express  my 
Deportment's  sincere  tha.nks  to  the  Borough  /wchitect  and  his  stafT 
for  the  unfailing  co-opsra.tion  and  courtesy  v/ith  which  the  opera- 
tional needs  for  hygienic  slaughter  ho,ve  been  integrated  into 
structiirol  design. 

By  the  end  of  19^3,  most  of  the  final  planning  was  completed 
and  tenders  had  been  provisionally  accepted  for  the  specialist  vrork, 
and  these,  together  with  the  Direct  Labour  EstimCites  for  building 
work,  v/ere  ready  for  submission  to  the  Ministry,  Since  then,  the 
Ministry  have  approved  the  plans  and  estimates  and.  given  the  necessary 
loan  sanction.  Building  work  has  commenced  and  I hope  that  by  the 
time  of  my  lS6k.  Report,  the  results  of  the  past  year's  planning  va.ll 
have  come  to  fruition. 

Private  Slaughterhouses 

During  19^3  only  one  private  slaughterhouse  v/as  in  operation  in 
the  district.  This  catered  for  the  killings  of  two  butchers  v/ithin 
the  borough  and  a further  two  shops  situe.ted  in  adjoining  authorities. 

This  slaughterhouse  v/as  scheduled  as  being  capable  of  meeting 
the  requirements  of  the  Hygiene  and  Prevention  of  Cruelty  Regula- 
tions by  the  ”c,ppointed  day".  However,  when  the  proprietor  learnt 
of  the  Council's  intention  to  build  a Public  Abattoir  conveniently 
near  his  premises,  he  readily  agreed  that  the  expenditure  necessary 
to  improve  his  premises  to  the  necessary  standard  v;ould  be 
uneconomical  and  he  has,  therefore,  agreed  to  close  do'wn  this 
slaughterhouse  i/hen  the  Public  ibattoir  is  in  operation. 

Incidence  of  Diseases 

The  standard  of  animals  killed  both  in  Public  and  Private 
Slaughterhouses  continued  to  be  of  a high  quality  and  little 
incidence  of  serious  disease  X7as  foiuid.  Tuberculosis  was  only  found 
in  one  bovine  animal  and  in  eight  pigs  and  in  all  these  cases  it  v/as 
a localised  infection. 

The  following  tables  give  deta.ils  of  this  branch  of  our  v/ork  a,nd 
will  reveal  its  vital  importance  in  ensuring  a safe  meat  supply  to 
the  tovmi 
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i\ninr.ls  Slaup:htered  in  1963

In  addition  to  moat  inspection  and  hygiene  coritrol  at  the 
Public  Slaughterhouse,  my  department  also  is  responsible  for 
the  management  of  the  premises  and  supervision  of  cleaning 
staff. 


The  following  tables  give  details  of  the  finances  and  through- 
put of  the  premises.  The  Slaughterhouse  account  shovrs  an 
excess  of  Expenditure  over  Income  of  £1,188,  but  over  £800  of  this 
deficit  covered  the  expense  of  the  purchc'.se  of  the  land  for  the 
nevr  abattoir.  Further  reasons  for  the  deficiency  \rere  the 
reduced  number  of  sheep  and  lambs  killed,  and  considerable 
expenditure  on  the  repair  and  maintenance  of  equipment,  tools 
find  premises.  Due  to  overloading  of  the  inadequate  premises 
and  equipment  which  are  shoT;ing  signs  of  their  a-ge,  it  is 
becoming  more  often  necessary  to  do  essential  maintenance  and 
repairs  to  keep  the  premises  running  in  a reasonable  state. 


The  throughput  figures  of  ca>,ttle  again  showed  an  increase, 
but  this  v;as  only  achieved  by  stretching  the  capacity  of  the 
beast  slaughterhouse  to  its  limit. 


The  Borough  Treasurer’s  Abstract  of  ccounts  for  the  year

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MILK  SUPPLIES 

The  supply  of  this  essential  food  comraodity  to  the  tovm  shov:ed 
little  change  during  19^3.  The  Borough  has. for  some  tine  now  been  . 
a ’’designated"  area,  and  thus  a.ll  milk  sold  came  within  the 
permitted  special  desigm.tions  of  Pa;.steurised,  Sterilized  or 
Tuberculin  Tested,  Ohly  one  retailer  continues  the  sale  of  rav/ 
milk  from  a tuberculin  tested  herd  in  a small  part  of  the  district, 
whilst  c,ll  other  roundsmen  and  shopkeepers  sell  milk  which  has  been 
subjected  to  heat  treatment  by  either  the  pasteurising  or  sterilizing 
process. 

The  largest  supplier  v/ithin  the  district  is  the  local  Co-operative 
Society  which  receives  at  its  dairy,  milk  from  about  100  farms, 
mainly  in  siirrounding  districts,  and  pasteurises  it  by  the  H,T,S,T, 
method.  This  milk  is  then  distributed  by  the  Society’s  own  rounds- 
men or  sold  to  other  purveyors  for  retail  sale,  A second  large 
source  of  supply  is  that  provided  by  Express  Dairies  Ltd,,  who 
operate  a pasteurising  plant  in  the  Bradford  Area.'  This  firm 
delivers  bottled  milk  to  a centrally  placed  dairy  and  coldstore  in 
Castleford,  ¥;here  it  is  held  pending  collection  by  a,  nimiber  of 
roundsmen,  k number  of  local  sma.ll  general  grocers  shops  still 
retail  bottled  sterilised  milk  ¥7hich  is  obtained  from  various 
suppliers  situated  outside  the  district. 

The  department  exercises  regular  and  routine  supeirvision  of 
the  supply  of  milk.  This  is  carried  out  by  inspection  of  dadry 
premises  and  particularly  by  sampling-  of  all  types  of  milk  for  many 
and  varied  tests.  These  include  bacteriological  examination  to 
ensure  that  the  milk  attains  the  required  standard  of  bacterial 
purity,  and  the  regular  statutory  checks  that  the  heat  treatment 
processes  hare  been  effective.  In  addition  regular  saiaples  are 
taken  both  of  bottled  milk  and  of  rav;  milk  supplies  to  the  local 
dairy  for  guinea  pig  tests  for  tuberculosis  and  brucella  abortus.  ' 

I am  happy  to  be  able  to  report  that  for  the  sixth  consecutive 
year  no  tuberculosis  has  been  found,  but  regret  that  on  acccvsions 
positive  results  hare  resulted  from  the  test  for  brucella  abortus. 

In  all  cases,  hov/ever,  the  milk  in  question  v;as  subjected  to 
pasteurisation  before  sate  to  the  public  ard  this  process  is  quite 
effective  in  killing  the  germ.  The  Ministry  of  Aigriculture  and 
the  local  Medical  Officer  of  Haalth  are  notified  of  all  positive 
cases  and  I understa^bd  that  some  action  is  taken  to  ascertain  the 
infected  cov/s,  but  I feel  thrd  stronger  pov/ers  are  necessc-iy, 
similar  to  those  operative  for  tuberculosis,  if  a.ny  readly 
effective  eradica-tion  of  this  disease  is  to  be  secured,  Routine 
samples  are  taken  of  milla  supplies  from  farms  to  the  local  dairy 
to  ensure  the  c^isaical  quality  of  the  milk  both  as  regards  fa,t  content 
and  freedom  from  ¥/atering.  In  this  connection  effective 
co-operation  is  maintrdned  X'/ith  the  C,i7,  S,  v/ho  carry  out  regular 
monthly  tests  on  all  fa^rra  supplies  and  v/ho  notify  the-  depc.rtment 
of  any  doubtful  results  so  that  forraaJ.  samples  can  be.talcen  by 
the  Department, 

Detailed  figures  of  this  ¥7ork  covering  precises,  purveyors  and 
all  forms  of  sampling  a^re  given  in  lai,ter  taJbles. 

I feel  I must  ag.ain  maJee  mention  of  the  problems  which 
inevitably  arise  by  the  continued  use  of  milk  bottles.  The 
condition  in  ¥;hich  some  bottles  a.re  returned  leaves  much  to  be 
desired  and  constant  vigilance  is  necessary  to  eliminaite  those 
v/hich  can  never  be  properly  cleansed  even  by  modern  machines. 

The  introduction  of  non-returnable  cantons  for  ha.lf -pints  of  milk 
is  a.  step  in  the  right  direction  but  it  is  a pity  that  the  heavy 
cost  of  these  v;ill,  I feel,  prevent  their  general  use  for  aAl 
supplie  s •

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ICE  CREM 


This  comnodity  is  nov;  sold  in  increasing  amounts, 
particularly  during  the  sunnier,  but  also  to  a larger  degree  even 
throughout  the  v;inter,  A significant  cha.nge  in  19^3  the 
introduction  of  a.  number  of  mobile  vehicles  selling  "soft"  ice- 
cream which  is  prepared  and  frozen  actually  on  the  vehicle  from 
pre-packed  ingredients.  These  constituents  have  been  heat 
treated  during  preparation  and  as  the  machines  instadled  in  the 
vans  are  totally  enclosed  and  designed  for  hygienic  operation, 
a most  satisfactory  product  ensues.  This  type  of  ice-cream 
has  become  so  popular  v/ith  the  public  that  many  smaller  shops 
which  v;ere  retailing  pre-packed  ice-cream,  have  now  greatly 
reduced  or  discontinued  their  sales.  Hov^ever,  some  shops  still 
continue  v;ith  the  retailing  of  the  individual  and  laxger  size 
blocks. 

One  producer  retailer  is  still  registered  for  the  ma-nufacture 
of  cold  mix  ice-cream,  but  he  only  operates  in  a very  small  way. 
Thus  almost  all  the  ice-cream  sold  in  the  tov/n  is  produced  outside 
the  Borough,  but  control  is  still  exercised  by  the  rcgistra.tion 
of  fixed  retail  premises  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  r*nd  by 
using  the  West  Riding  County  Council  (Oenerail  Powers)  Act  v/hich 
enables  registration  as  "Hav/kers  of  I'ood"  of  all  persons 
operating  m.obila  vans. 

Regular  sampling  of  ice-cream  during  manufacture  is  ca.rried 
out  by  the  authorities  in  v;hose  districts  the  factories  are 
situated,  Hov/ever,  occa.sional  check  samples  are  ta-ken  by  the 
department  from  shops  or  vans.

FISH 

The  Tovm*s  supplies  of  fish  continued  mainly  to  be  provided 
through  the  three  wholesaiers  who  maintain  vaarehouses  and  cold- 
stores  within  the  Borough,  The  premises  concerned  are  of  good 
construction  and  ane  operated  vith  a.  good  standard  of  hygiene. 
They  are  used  mainly  for  storage  and  distribution  although  some 
filleting  is  carried  on.  Most  sjpecies  of  fish  are  handled  for 
distribution  to  the  wet  fish  shops,  but  the  bulk  of  supplies 
are  of  cod  and  other  chea,per  varieties  of  fish  for  sale  to  the 
many  fish  fryers  in  the  town. 
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OTHER  FOODS 


Unsound  Food 

During  the  year  the  departnent  carried  out,  v/ith  the 
co-operation  of  food  traders,  the  usual  service  of  the 
exrxiination  and  condeuna,tion  of  many  kinds  of  foods  which  had 
become  damaged  in  transit  or  spoilt  through  improjier 
preparation  and  storage.  S^ome  increase  in  this  v/ork  was 
apparent  due  madnly  to  the  presence  now  in  the  tov/n  of 
'n/holesale  grocers  and  large  supermarkets.  These  premises  are 
handling  enormous  quantities  of  tinned  goods  and  necessitate 
at  least  ;veekly  visits  for  this  purpose.  In  0.II  cases  the 
usual  certificates  of  condemnation  were  issued  in  order  that 
the  shop-keeper  could  claim  reimbursement,  and  the  goods  v/ere 
surrendered  for  destruction  at  the  incinerator.

The  sample  of  milk  classified  as  "adulterated"  was  an 
informal  saiaple  taken  at  the  local  dairy  v/hich  showed  a,  fat 
content  of  2.^  v/hich  of  course  is  below  the  prescribed 
standard.  Formal  check  samples  v;ere  talcen  from  the  same  farm 
and  these  all  proved  genuine. 


Flour  Samples 


It  will  be  seen  from  the  table  that  a number  of  informal 
flour  and  other  cereal  samples  v/ere  trJcen,  These  followed  the 
usual  treatment  of  the  local  flour  mill  v/ith  Hydrogen  Cyanide  Gas, 
Samples  ;/ere  ta.ken  to  ensure  that  no  dangerous  amount  of  Hyc’rogen 
Cyanide  remained  in  the  foodstuffs  in  the  mill.  The  first  ba.tch 
of  samples  shov/ed  a slightly  high  residual  and  further  airing  of 
the  products  v;as  carried  out,  A second  set  of  samples  gave 
satisfactory  results  and  the  products  v;ere  released  for  sale. 


yATER  SUPPLY 


The  provision  of  a clec-n  c,nd  v/holesome  supply  of  water  to 
all  houses  is  essential  for  the  v/ell-being  and  health  of  the 
inhabitants.  All  the  houses  in  the  tov;n  are  now  prcvided  vvith 
a piped  vmter  supply  laid  into  the  divelling,  the  source  of  v/hich 
is  the  T/akefield  and  District  iTater  Board,  of  v/hich  the  Council 
is  a constituent  member.  During  the  year  routine  and  regulcr’ 
sampling  of  water  was  ca.rried  out  from  storage  reservoirs  end 
taps  to.  ensure  bacteriological  purity  of  the  supply.  As  can  be 
seen  from  the  follov/ing  figures,  only  one  sample  shov/ed  sign  of 
slight  contamination  and  this  v/as  immediately  follov/ed  by  check 
samples  which  provided  satisfactory.  The  results  of  all  samples

PUBLIC  BATHS 

The  Corporation  Public  Ba.ths,  situated  in  Florence  Street, 
remain  the  sole  swimming  facilities  within  the  district. 

During  19^3,  both  the  large  and  small  pool  were  kept  in 
opera.tion  for  the  full  year,  and  although  during  Summer  the 
facilities  v/ere  being  used  up  to  their  utmost  capacity,  the 
attendances  during  the  vvinter  months  v/ere  not  quite  so  heavy, 
but  the  service  was  v/ell  apprecia.ted  by  the  sv/imming  public. 

The  heavy  use  of  the  pools,  particularly  during  the  summer 
holidays, places  a very  heavy  load  on  the  chlorination  plant, 
but  I am  happy  to  report  that  the  bacteria,!  standa,rd  of  the 
vmter  was  maintained  at  a high  level.  Only  one  saiaple  during 
the  year  shov/ed  the  presence  of  coliform  bacallus  w'hich  is  the 
true  tost  of  purty,  but  18  other  samples  showed  the  presence 
of  some  bacteria  lahen  subjected  to  the  Pla.te  Count  Test, 

This  examination,  hov/ever,  is  an  extremely  severe  test  and  the 
loYf  counts  of  colonies  ivhich  were  found  "re  ;^.‘racticaJLly 
negligible. 

In  addition  to  this  bacteriaH  sampling,  regular  tests 
Yiere  taken  for  chemical  analysis  of  the.  -water,  in  order  to 
check  the  build  up  to  total  solids,  iHl  of  these  gave 
satisfactory  results  but  the  water  was  changed  during  the 
month  of  August  as  an  additional  precauticr. 

In  addition  to  the  normal  chemical  a.nalysis,  the  balh's 
Superintendent  noticed  sone  accumula.tion  of  scale  in  certain 
of  the  filtra.tion  pipes,  and  additional  chemical  tests  were 
carried  out  in  order  to  ascertain  whal  the  scale  consisted  of 
and  to  check  whether  it  y'C-^s  cue  to  deterioralion  of  the  plant 
or  v/as  derived  from  the  water  use.  It  v;as  found  thal  tie  scale 
consisted  of  iron  and  mc.nga.nese,  and  as  our  normal  v;alor 
supply  does  contain  small  quantities  of  these  elements,  it 
must  be  presumed  that  over  the  years  this  deposit  has 
accumulated.  Further  checks  are  to  be  carried  out  zo  ensure 
tha.t  the  scaling  does  not  reach  serious  proportions, 

I feel  that  the  Bath's  Superintendent  and  his  staff  merit 
our  congratula.tions  for  maintaining  their  usual  high  standard 
of  T/ater,  even  when  worlcLng  under  saturation  loads.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

Undoubtedly  the  cleaning  of  the  atmosphere  is  one  of  the  major 
tasks  still  to  be  achieved  in  the  interests  of  the  health  of  the 
community.  It  is  disappointing  to  have  to  say  that  despite  all 
the  publicity  and  all  the  propaganda,  the  majority  of  people  still 
refuse  to  accept  the  need  for  change  in  their  heating  arrangements. 
There  is  still  an  .inherent  love  of  the  open  coa,l  fire,  and  this  is 
particular*2y  strong  in  mining  areas,  which  of  course  is  not 
i,Tiiic-.cural;  but  the  fact  reraadns  that  domestic  chimneys  must  be 
responsible  for  at  lea.st  of  the  pollution  today,  \/hilst  v;e 
still  have  one  or  two  industrial  problems  to  resolve,  visual 
observation  will  shov/  that  there  is  very  little  actual  smoke  given 
off  by  industrial  chimneys  today.  On  the  other  hard,  obsex‘val-.i.nn 
from  the  Park  Hill,  reveals  the  smoke  pall  riding  just  above  the 
roofs  of  the  houses  producing  the  sr.oke. 

The  difficulty  of  converting  people  to  a.lternative  fuels  ha.s 
always  been  appreciated,  but  the  position  of  fuels  as  revealed  by 
the  Government  Circular  in  December,  has  only  served  to  increa.se 
these  difficulties;  nevertheless,  I hope  tha.t,  having  declared  the 
first  Smoke  Control  *'*rea.  in  the  town,  we  sha.ll  be  able  to  continue 
v;ith  a programme  tha.t  v/ill  eventually  give  our  people  a cloc,rer, 
cleaner  and  better  atmosphere.

Industry 

The  year  was  c.  very  import rnt  one  in  the  control  of 

smoke  from  industrial  chimneys,  not  only  in  Castleford  but  also 
throughout  the  country.  This  was  because  when  the  Clean  i.ir 
Act  v^as  passed  in  195’3>  it  was  envisaged  that  seven  years  would 
be  needed  to  replace  hrjid  fired  boilers  and  other  unsatisfactory 
plant  by  modern  equipment  capable  of  complying  with  the  Act, 
Section  2 of  the  Act  therefore  granted  exemption  of  the  applica,ticn 
of  Section  1 for  seven  yea^rs  in  certain  circumstances.  This 
meant  that  if  smoke  v/as  given  off  in  sufficient  amount  to 
constitute  an  offence,  in  amy  proceedings  ta.kon  it  would  be 
a defence  to  prove  that  the  smoke  was  caused  by  cut  of  da.te 
equipment  and  that  it  had  not  been  pra.cticable  to  alter  or 
replace  the  equipment.  On  the  5th  July  19^3,  this  exemp^tion 
section  lapsed  and  industrialists  can  no  longer  fall  back  on 
this  excuse  for  marking  smoke, 

I feel  I must  point  out,  however,  that  this  does  not 
mea.n  tha,t  any  emission  of  smoke  immediately  constitutes  an 
offence;  firstly  certain  exemptions  are  still  in  force  which 
give  a defence  if:- 

(a)  the  boiler  is  lighting  up  from  cold. 

(b ) the  smoking  is  ca.used  by  a breakdovvn  of  the  pla,nt 

v/hich  could  not  ha.vo  been  foreseen. 

(o)  the  smoke  was  caused  by  unsuitable  fuel  for  the 

boiler,  if  the  suitable  type  of  fuel  could  not  be 

obtained. 

Secondly,  Regulations  cxe  in  force  which  give  pemaitted 
periods  for  which  smoke  can  be  emitted  from  a chir.iney, 
depending  on  the  number  of  boilers  served  by  that  chimney. 

These  Regulations  are,  of  course,  made  because  even  the  best 
of  plant  can  give  some  smoke  on  odd  occasions, 

V/ith  regand  to  local  effect  of  the  Act,  persuasion  and 
pressure  ha.ve  resulted  in  the  eradication  of  hand  fired 
boilers  other  than  those  burning  coke,  and  many  improvements 
in  the  steam  raising  plant  of  local  faetories,  A few 
premises  still  give  rise  to  smoke  problems  in  ISSji,  Regular 
observations  were  taken  of  all  chimneys,  and  ‘when  these 
revealed  excessive  smoking,  visits  «;erc  ma.de  to  ascertain  the 
cases,  and  with  the  co-operation  of  the  managment,  to  v/ork 
out  a satisfactory  remedy. 

Certain  troubles  arose  at  t\;o  premises  which  used  boilers 
with  sprinkler  type  mechanical  stokers.  Under  ideal  condition 
it  is  possible  to  operate  these  v/ith  very  little  smoke,  but 
ary  misuse,  overloading,  poor  fuel  or  careless  operation 
results  in  heavy  smoke.  In  both  cases  the  ov/ners  v/ere 
finally'  convinced  that  the  replacement  of  the  equipment  was 
necessary  and  resulted  in  an  entirely  new  boiler  being  fitted 
at  one  premises  and  the  prevision  of  chain  grate  stokers  at 
the  other.  In  my  last  report  I made  mention  of  the  Boiler 
Plant  at  the  Coke  Ovens,  and  the  fa,ct  that  mecha.nical 
stokers  had  been  installed;  these  on  the  whole  ha.ve  produced 
great  reduction  of  smoke  from  the  boiler  chimney,  but  I 
regret  that  on  occa.sions,  paxticularly  during  week-ends  auid 
evenings  when  the  mx-nagement  is  absent,  ba.d  emissions  ha.ve 
been  observed,  which  on  investigation  shovTcd  bad  operation 
of  the  plant  by  the  stokers.  Pressure  was  maintained  by 
constant  reminders  to  the  management  and  it  is  hoped  tha.t 
these  needless  emissions  vvLll  cease. 
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Occasional  excessive  emissions  also  v/ere  observed  from  other 
boiler  plants  \/hich  v/ere  immediately  investigated.  These  v/ere 
often  the  result  of  breakdov/ns  aiid  the  owners  were  pressed  for 
the  earliest  possible  repairs. 

A further  problem  still  persists  on  occasion  at  the  three 
local  brickworks;  these  are  hand  fired  with  coal  and  with  correct 
feeding  should  give  little  or  no  smoke,  ho'wever,  if  the  stokers 
become  careless,  quite  dense  clouds  of  smoke  resul'^^. 

Representations  ha.ve  been  made  to  the  owners  pointf.ug  out  "!  be 
infringements  of  the  Act,  which  have  produced  improvement  o.t  the 
time,  but  further  lapses  have  occurred,  I feel  that  t.be  f?nal 
answer  will  bo  the  provision  of  some  mechanica.1  means 
stoking,  although  this  is  not  easy  on  this  type  of  Iciln. 

Prior  Approval  of  Plant 

The  Clean  Air  Act  provides  that  the  Council  sha.ll  be 
notified  of  the  provision  of  new  furnaces  and  boiler  plant;  at 
the  same  time  the  applicant  can  ask  for  prior  approval  of  the 
installation.  During  I963,  three  such  applications  //L.x*e 
received  and  were  approved,  these  were  for  a now  boiler  plant 
at  a local  Colliery  and  a new  boiler  at  a '.Telfane  pavillion, 
both  of  v/hich  were  to  burn  coal,  and  the  third  was  for  a gas 
fired  boiler  to  a nev/  laundrette. 

A further  part  of  our  v/ork  in  this  field  is  the  approval  of 
plans  of  nev/  chimneys.  It  is  nccessa.iy  to  ensure  that  the  chimney 
is  of  adequa,te  height  to  properly  disperse  the  effluent  gases. 

During  19^3 , c.  Ministry  memorandum  v/as  issued  i/hich  gave  a 
standard  method  by  which  these  heights  should  be  calculated;  this 
has  proved  a boon  in  that  previously  a number  of  formulae  were 
a.vai1able  which  gave  varying  results  and  none  of  which  had  any 
of'^’icial  baoicLup,  In  this  connection  nev/  chimney  heights  were 
approved  for  the  oo.lliery  and  laundrette  boilers  mentioned  above 
and  also  for  a new  printing  works  boiler  and  a new  boiler  o.t  a 
local  chemical  v/orks.  In  addition,  the  heights  were  given  fr>v 
two  Council  owned  projects,  .r)a.nel.Y  Der-^-’*'  and 

Abattoir  Chimneys, 

Domestic  Chimneys 

With  the  reduction  of  industrial  sm^oke  over  the  past  seven 
years,  it  has  become  more  obvious  than  ever  that  the  main  source 
of  atmospheric  pollution  is  domestic  smoke  from  the  burning  of 
bituminous  coal  in  house  fireplaces. 

It  seems  a great  pity- that,  in  spite  of  the  many  admirable 
appliances  for  burning  coal  smokelessly  on  an  industrial  scale, 
no  one  has  yet  produced  an  efficient  domestic  grate  v/hich  v/ill 
not  produce  smoke  v/hen  burning  coal.  ¥e  are  -therefore  left 
v/ith  the  position  that  to  reduce  domestic  smoke  it  is  necessary 
to  burn  smokeless  fuels  which  of  course  are  ma.inly  cord,  with 
the  smokey  constituents  removed.  During  lS6])y  hov/ever,  the 
position  regarding  the  availability  of  smokeless  fuels 
unden-/ent  a g-reat  change,  and  a Ministry  Circular  \/as  issued 
setting  out  the  effect  of  these.  Due  to  the  Cas  Industry 
developing  the  use  of  natural  gas  and  also  a.  method  of 
gasification  of  oil,  the  number  of  plants  v/here  coal  is  ma,de 
into  go,s  and  g'as  coke  is  not  to  be  increased,  and  many  of  the 
older  types  of  installalion  are  to  be  gra-dually  closed;  this 
¥/ill  therefore  result  in  a stea-dy  reduction  in  gas  coke,  and 
as  this  fuel  had  been  looked  upon  as  the  main  supply  for  smoke 
control  areas,  this  v/ill  ha,ve  a,  ma.jor  effect  on  progress  in 
this  field.  The  Circulc:.r  pointed  out  that  there  would  be 
a.dequate  supplies  of  ha.rd  Coke  Ovens  coke  and  other  processed 
fuels,  the  problem  r.ri.sos,  huv/over,  that  hard  cck©  na.nnot  be 
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kept  biirning  on  most  of*  the  tvpos  of*  gro.tes  \7tiich  v/’niil.d  burn 
gas  coke.  This  means  that  very  many  fireplaces  fitted  since 
1956,  which  were  thought  to  be  satisfactory  for  Smoke  Control 
/iTeas,  vi'ill  have  to  be  rei^laced  by  more  advanced  and 
expensive  grates  capable  of  burning  hard  coke.  This  will 
bring  an  increased  burden  of  expense  on  the  ovmers  of  houses, 
and  particularly  on  the  Corporation, 

The  Ministry  have  indicated  that  grant  v;ill  be  paid  on 
the  cost  of  the  more  expensive  installations,  but  this  of 
course  amounts  to  2/5ths  of  the  total  cost,  the  Council  will 
have  to  bear  the  other  3/5 "ths  on  their  own  property  and 
3/lOths  in  the  case  of  privately  owned  houses.  I feel  that 
unless  an  increased  proportion  of  the  cost  is  borne  by  the 
Exchequer,  progress  on  Smoke  Control  Areas  will  be  less 
rapid  than  was  originally  hoped. 

The  local  position  on  this  v/ork  is  that  during  1963  the 
Council’s  first  Smoke  Control  Order  v/as  submitted  to  the 
Minister  and  v/as  later  confirmed;  the  Order  covers  all  the 
houses  in  the  new  Smawthorne  Housing  Estate  v/hich  v/as  commenced 
in  1963  hut  which  will  not  be  completed  for  some  years.  The 
area  contains  5''0  houses  and  flats,  and  a large  proportion  of 
these,  viz, 280,  mainly  flats,  are  to  be  heated  by  electric 
underfloor  heating;  the  remaining  230  houses  are  to  be 
fitted  V7ith  appliances  capable  of  burning  hard  coke,  v/hich 
of  course  is  produced  locally  at  the  Coke  Ovens, 

During  the  year  a,  preliminary  survey  was  started  on  the 
''./hitwood  Area,  but  in  view  of  the  changes  in  the  availability 
of  smokeless  fuels,  the  work  was  postponed  until  the  position 
becomes  clearer, 

Recpr di  riR  of  Pollution 

During  1963j  the  diDpon-it  gc-uges  and  Sulphur  Trioxixle 
Crjidles  v;ere  in  operation  at  four-  sites  throughout  the  tov^m, 
the  results  of  these  are  given  in  t cables  later  in  the  report. 

For  some  time  scientific  authorities  have  been  rather 
sceptical  about  the  accuracy  of  the  old  type  of  apparatus 
and  have  begun  to  rely  more  on  a volunietric  type  capable  of 
filtering  a measured  quantity  of  air  \;hich  gives  a more 
accurate  figure  for  soot  content  and  also  by  passing  the  e,ir 
through  Hydrogen  Peroxide  solution  provides  a figure  of  the 
amount  of  SO2  in  the  air.  In  I963  negotiations  v/ere 
completed  v/ith  the  County  Council,  for  the  setting  up  of 
three  sites  for  this  apparatus.  The  first  of  these  at 
Castle dene,  was  merely  an  addition  of  the  H2O2  bottle  to 
the  existing  smoke  filter,  but  the  other  tv/o  gouges  were 
sited  at  the  v/hitv/ood  Technical  College  and  at  the  G-reen, 

Ferry  Fryston,  The  former  is  sited  on  the  windv;ard  side 
of  the  town  in  order  to  give  a basic  figure  of  pollution 
coming  to  the  town,  whilst  the  one  at  the  G-reen  v;ill  enoble 
us  to  compare  present  levels  of  pollution  v;ith  future 
figures  from  which  we  hope  to  be  able  to  assess  the  effect 
of  the  nev/  Ferrybridge  ‘C  Power  Station, 

Once  again  your  Council  has  continued  its  membership 
of  the  ./est  Riding  Clean  Air  ..dvisory  Council,  and  v/here 
yet  again  your  official  had  the  honour  to  be  Chairman.  In 
addition  membership  was  continued  of  the  National  Society 
for  Clean  /iir,  where  again  your  official  continues  to  serve 
as  a representative  on  the  Executive  Council  a.nd  Deputy 
Chairman  of  the  Yorkshire  Division.

During  the  yecr  19d3,  quite  considerable  v/orks  of 
sewerage  were  either  completed  or  commenced;  these  included 
the  new  surface  water  sev^er  at  Whitwood,  a nev^  cutfc,ll  sewer 
from  Hillcrest  and  an  extension  of  the  Holywell  Lane  newer 
to  serve  a nev;  small  housing  estate,  Tv;o  major  schemes  which 
vvere  started  in  1363,  but  v/ill  not  be  finished  for  some  time, 
were  the  aliitv/ood  foul  sewer  v/hich  is  to  take  sev/age  from 
the  V/hitwood  area  to  a Pumping  Station  and  thence  to  the 
Noraanton  Sev/age  T/orlcs,  and  the  Pontefract  Road  outfall  sev/er 
from  the  ne\/  Smawthorne  Estate  to  the  river  in  iTheldon  Road. 

I feel  I must  again  mention  the  problems  v/hich  arise  due 
to  houses  being  served  by  cesspools  in  certain  parts  of  the 
district,  Tivo  of  the  above  sememes,  namely  the  Hillcrest 
and  Holyivell  Lane  se'wers,  give  hope  that  at  some  future  date, 
by  a slight  extension  of  those,  a number  of  houses  cawi  be 
connected  directly  to  the  public  sev/er  and  the  cesspools 
abolished. 

During  the  yecjr  there  v/ere  no  major  alterations  to  the 
sanitary  accomroodavtion  of  houses  in  the  district; 
practically  every  house  now  is  provided  Vidth  a v/ater  closet 
and  the  fev;  houses  v/hich  still  retain  unsa-tis factory  toilet 
accommodation  will  be  cl3a.r  in  the  near  future  due  to  the 
demolition  of  the  houses  concerned.  Deta,ils  of  the 
alterations  to  sa,nitcry  conveniences  carried  cut  during  the 
year  are  given  below; -

THEATRES  IM)  CINEI/L^xS 

Only  tv/o  cinemas  continued  to  operate  for  the  showing  of 
films  during  19^3,  hut  one  other  has  been  converted  to  a private 
cliib  for  the  playing  of  ’Bingo*.  No  complaints  regarding  the 
condition  of  the  premises  were  received  during  the  year, 

COMON  LODGING  HOUSES 

Tivo  common  loding  houses  still  continue  to  operate  v/ithin 
the  district  and  are  regularly  insepcted  and  registered  annually 
under  the  Public  Health  net;  the  larger  one  of  these  has  been 
greatly  improved  during  19^3  by  the  provision  of  showers  and 
additional  washing  facilities.  This  was  a result  of  informal 
action  by  the  department  .and  ha,s  brought  these  premises  up  to  a 
very  high  standard  for  this  typo  of  accommodation.  The  second 
lodging  house  which  is  to  be  included  with  ’unfit*  houses  in  the 
near  vicinity  in  the  19^4  Slum  Clearance  Programme,  wa.s  kept 
in  a reasonable  standard  of  cleanliness  and  adthough  not 
reaching  the  high  ttanda.rd  a-chieved  at  the  other  promises,  was 
nevertheless  satisfactory, 

TENTS.  V/US  AND  SHEDS 

Y/ork  under  this  heading  includes  the  control  of  the  siting 
of  caravans  under  the  Caravan  Act,  Only  one  licence  is  in 
force  for  the  permanent  siting  of  a single  caravan  and  this 
relates  to  farm  premises  within  the  district.  Permission  of 
a temporary  nature  v/as  given  during  the  year  for  the  siting  of 
a caravan  belonging  to  a serviceman  who  is  temporarily  posted 
overseas,  in  order  that  his  wife  and  children  could  reside 
near  her  pa.rents.  Certain  other  sites  within  the  tovm  a,re 
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used  as  winter  quarters  for  travelling  s howmen,  but  these  do 
not  require  a licence  in  that  they  are  exempt  from  the 
provisions  of  the  Caravan  Act,  No  nuisances  Mere 
reported  regarding  any  of  these  sites  and  they  v;ere  virell 
maintained.  Unfortunately  vie  are  still  troubled  by  the 
unauthorised  siting  of  caravans  by  itinerant  hawkers  and 
scrap  or  rag  collectors.  On  several  occasions  this  type 
of  person  site  their  caravans  on  pieces  of  land,  usually 
7/ithout  obtaining  permission  from  the  owners,  and  often  when 
they  depart  they  leave  a,ccumulations  of  litter  and  refuse. 
Constant  vigilence  by  the  depaertment  is  kept  to  ensure  tha.t 
this  illegal  siting  of  caravans  does  not  continue,  and  with 
the  co-operation  of  the  police,  action  is  taken  to  move  on 
the  persons  conoerned.  Under  this  heading  I v/ould  mention 
that  in  19^2,  it  wa.s  found  that  a rn^in  v;as  using  ti7o 
allotment  huts  for  living  and  sleeping;  action  was  talcen 
under  the  Housing  Act  and  the  huts  were  demolished  in 
default  by  the  department. 


RivTS  iiND  MICE  DHSTRUCTION 

During  the  year  the  \7ork  of  rodent  control  ?/as  maintrined 
at  the  usual  level  by  the  employment  of  t\70  operatives  who, 
apart  from  short  periods  of  v/ork  on  housing  disinfestations, 
-were  occupied  full  time  on  the  inspection  of  all  classes  of 
premises  and  the  treatment  of  infestations  found  during  these 
inspections  or  reported  by  complaints.  Methods  used  are 
those  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Agricultiaro  a.nd  various 
kinds  of  poisons  have  been  tried  to  achieve  the  best  results. 
Unfortunately  at  many  premises  it  vras  found  that  even  though 
successful  treatments  wore  carried  out,  re -info stations  can 
occur  again  within  a fev/  months.  Naturally,  these 
particularly  vulnerable  premises  are  given  more  frequent 
inspection  and  treatment  than  other  premises  which  are  less 
liable  to  this  problem.  The  large  areas  of  allotments  in 
the  town  still  present  a major  problem  in  this  field,  and 
during  19^3  two  of  these  areas  which  were  due  for  clear'ance 
and  re -development,  v/ere  given  continued  trea.tments  in  order  to 
reduce  to  a minimum  the  number  of  rodents  which  unfortunately 
v/ere  knoT,m  to  inhabit  the  piggeries  and  similar  premises  there- 
on, ^Then  these  ti'/o  area.s  a.t  Smawthorne  and  v/hitv/ood  Mere  are 
finally  cleared,  it  Vv'ill  eradicate  tv;o  difficult  problem  areas. 

The  Council  continued  its  membership  of  the  A'orkable  Area, 
Committee  v/hich  holds  meetings  about  four  times  a.  year  in 
Leeds,  Your  officers  attended  those  meetings  at  \/hich  new 
methods  were  discussed  and  any  problems  requiring  joint  action 
by  neighbouring  authorities  were  co-ordinated.  The  following 
extract  from  the  /januad  Return  to  the  Ministry  gives  dLetadls 
of  works  carried  out  under  this  heading: -

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OFFICES.  SHOPS  im  lUilKIAY  PHEMISES 

As  mentioned  earlier  in  the  Report,  a new  Act  of 
Pexlianent  received  the  Royal  assent  in  I963,  although  its 
operation  will  not  come  into  force  until  I964,  this  Act  is 
designed  to  set  up  a standard  of  v/orking  conditions  which 
will  apply  throughout  all  shops,  offices  and  railway 
premises.  Such  legislation  has  heen  sorely  needed  for  mcjiy 
years  and  ray  ovm  Ijssociation  has  been  pressing  for  this  at 
its  Annual  Conference  for  some  considerable  time.  The  Act 
initially  requires  that  all  premises  have  to  register  with 
either  the  local  authority,  or  in  certain  cases  with  the 
Factory  Inspector,  Standards  are  to  be  laid  dov/n  for 
adequate  v/ater  closets,  and  washing  facility  accommodation, 
together  with  heating,  lighting,  cleanliness,  repair  and 
redecoration.  Many  of  these  requirements  were  in  force  to 
a lessor  degree  in  relation  to  shops,  but  this  Act  now 
requires  a higher  standard  and  extends  the  powers  to  other 
premises.  Certain  entirely  nev/  provisions  included  in  the 
Act,  cover  first-aid  facilities  and  the  reporting  and 
recording  of  accidents.  This  tends  to  bring  shops  and 
similar  premises  onto  the  same  footing  as  factory  premises. 
Implementation  of  this  Act  v;ill  call  for  very  extensive  survey 
and  work  by  the  department  and  it  a-ppears  that  the  government 
are  determined  that  these  provisions  sha,ll  be  put  into  full 
operation  as  soon  as  possible. 

Of  course,  during  19^3,  no  action  v/as  required  under 
the  nev;  Act,  and  routine  inspections  of  shops  were  carried 
out  under  the  Shops  Act  of  1950*  In  certain  cases 
inadequate  toilet  or  v/ashing  facilities  v/ere  found,  but 
these  were  quickly  remedied  by  informal  action  and  no 
formal  notices  or  proceedings  v/ere  required. 


NOISE 

During  the  year  a niomber  of  complaints  v;ere  received 
regarding  the  malcing  of  excessive  noisej  these  allegations 
usually  fell  into  two  classes,  being  either  noise  from 
industrial  processes  or  machinery,  or  from  excessive  noise 
produced  in  living  accommodation  T,/hen  one  tenant  complcins 
of  a neighbour  operating  a v/ireless,  granaphone  or  television 
too  loudly.  Every  case  is  visited  and  investigated,  but  it 
is  sometimes  very  difficult  to  be  actually  present  at  the 
time  of  the  occurrence, 

OFFENSIVE  TR/DES 

These  comprise  one  gut  scraper,  t\70  tripe  boilers,  one 
fat  melter  and  tv/o  rag  and  bone  dealers.  In  general  the 
premises  are  v/ell  kept  and  give  rise  to  no  nuisance,  but  in 
the  case  of  one  tripe  boiler  the  premises  are  not  fully 
sa-tisfactory  and  during  the  yeax  we  initiated  action  for 
removal  to  more  suitable  premises,

Three  premises  are  still  registered  under  the  Act,  and 
are  well  maintained.

MORTUARIES 

It  is  'With  pleasure  that  I am  able  to  report  the  coming  into 
being  of  the  nev/  Mortuary  at  Glasshoughton,  This  very  modern 
building  houses  reception  hall  with  a refrigerated  holding 
cabinet,  post-mortem  room  with  office  facilities  for  the 
pathologist,  viewing  room  and  waiting  room  for  the  general 
public;  the  whole  giving  excellent  facilities  for  what  is  a 
very  tragic  service.  Arrangements  'were  also  made  for  the 
cleaning  of  the  premises  and  the  assistance  with  the  bodies, 
and  by  the  end  of  the  year  the  system  vms  working  very 
satisfactorily,  T/'ith  the  o-vailability  of  these  promises,  the 
old  out  of  date  mortuaries  at  Glasshoughton  and  Cinder  Lane, 
were  disbanded.

PUBLIC  CLEi'iNSING 

As  in  all  former  years  this  section  of  the  report  and  the 
figures  included  in  it,  cover  the  period  of  the  financial  year 
and  not  calendar  year. 

The  service  in  general  provides  a great  deal  of  scope  for 
report,  and  operations  in  some  aspects  are  dependent  on  weather 
conditions.  It  is  v/ith  some  degree  of  relief  that  one  is  able 
to  say  in  this  imnual  Report,  that  the  V/inter  proved  to  be 
extremely  mild,  and  particularly  mild  by  comparison  v/ith  the 
previous  year;  nevertheless  some  sno\7  fall  had  to  be  dealt 
VTith  and  periods  of  frost  combated.  As  one  can  never  estimate 
for  v/eather  conditions,  prep£xations  v/ere  made  well  in  advance 
and  for  this  year  v;e  v;ere  able  to  secure  a large  agricultural 
type  gritting  machine  vri-th  moving  floor  and  mechanically 
propelled  spreaders;  although  the  service  v;as  never  heavily 
tested,  this  appliance  proved  invaluable  in  the  periods  calling 
for  gritting,  and  its  use  revealed  a great  saving  in  man-iDower  and 
vehicle  time  and  enabled  a much  wider  area  to  be  covered  vrith 
virtually  the  same  use  of  ma,teria-l. 
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\Vhen  the  occr.sion  arose  we  had  the  support  of  other 
departments,  and  again  \ie  are  indebted  to  Parks,  Direct 
Labour  Force,  Highways  and  Transport  for  their  very 
willing  help  in  times  of  stress. 

In  the  general  field,  refuse  collection  v/as  well 
maintained  throughout  the  year,  and  our  existing  tips 
served  to  good  purpose. 

Refuse  Collection 

The  year’s  v/orkings  confirm  tv/o  points  noted  in  my 
previous  report,  naively  the  enormous  change  which  has 
occurred  in  the  physical  character  of  our  domestic  refuse, 

^/ith  the  issue  of  v/ashed  coals  to  mine-ViTorkers  in  place  of 
the  former  unscreened  coal,  there  has  been  a terrific 
reduction  in  v/eight;  we  no  longer  get  heaps  of  unwanted 
shale,  nor  .do  we  get  ashbins  containing  heavy  material  which 
has  never  properly  burned,  the  new  fuel,  particularly  v/hen 
burned  in  modern  appliances,  merely  leaves  a residue  of 
light  ash,  and  as  a result  the  vreight  per  bin  ho,s  steadily 
dropped.  Nevertheless,  the  bulk  has  been  replaced  by,  I 
believe,  an  increased  use  of  containers  of  card,  metal  ard 
glass;  we  still  find  also  a considerable  amount  of 
discarded  domestic  furniture.  This  latter  is  an  embarrassment 
a.nd  I suggest  is  not  truly  domestic  refuse  as  one  foresee ’s 
it,  and  it  has  been  necessary  to  institute  a system  of 
charging  to  prevent  the  collection  service  becoming 
overwhelmed. 

The  second  feature  of  importance  is  the  continuing 
benefit  derived  from  the  bonus  scheme ; regular  staff  has 
been  maintained;  short  term  sickness  and  absence  ard  even 
some  of  the  holiday  period  has  been  successfully  dealt 
with;  the  men  in  turn  are  able  to  augment  their  normal 
weekly  wage  by  acceptable  cash  bonuses. 

Domestic  premises  in  the  district  are  nov;  served  by 
four  main  vehicles,  these  consist  of  a Dennis  Shefflex, 
t\/o  Dennis  Continuous  Loaders  and  an  S,  & D,  Fore  and  Aft 
Tipper,  supported  by  some  slight  use  of  a Karrier  G-amo  Cock 
on  one  day  of  the  v;eek.  Shop  and  commercial  promises 
continue  to  be  cleared  by  a special  bodied  Ford,  a.nd  this 
particular  vehicle  of  course,  continues  to  provide  the  bulk 
of  paper  and  cardboard  for  our  salvage  scheme.  Tabular 
figures  give  details  of  the  service. 

Disposal  - Tips 

The  district  continues  to  be  served  by  two  tips,  that 
at  \7a-ter  Lo.ne,  Fryston,  serving  the  Eastern  half  of  the 
district,  and  that  at  Three  Lane  Ends  the  b'e stern  half. 

In  each  ca.se  the  procedure  is  identicai,  top  soil  is 
removed,  the  level  raised  and  the  top  soil  returned. 

This  \vork  of  soil  removal  and  coverage  is  carried  out  by 
the  Brayloader,  and  \/e  are  thus  able  to  keep  good  control 
of  the  tipping  areas. 

Disposal  - Destructor 

I regret  tho-t  I am  unable  to  say  that  the  make -shift 
cell  at  Cinder  Lane  has  been  replaced.  Although  a rheme 
had  been  agreed,  details  of  the  after-burner  created 
considerable  delay  ard  constructional  work  had  not  been 
commenced  at  the  end  of  the  year.  As  a result,  the  old 
cell  was  kept  in  use  and  by  exercising  particular  care,  was 
able  to  give  some  degree  of  incineration,  I hope  that  my 
next  report  v/ill  review  its  replacement.

The  emptying  of  cesspools  v;as  carried  out  as  required  and 
it  is  estimated  tha,t  4,169  tons  of  sewage  was  so  removed  at  a 
cost  of  £3,067*

Street  Cleansing 

There  was  very  little  change  in  street  cleansing  service 
during  the  yearj  street  svreeping  combines  manual  labour  v;ith 
mechanical  appliances.  Three  s\7eeper  collectors  cxe  employed 
full  time  very  largely  on  the  main  traffic  routes;  two  small 
gangs  opero-te  electric§lly  jiropolled  pedestrian  controlled 
street  orderly  carts.  In  the  tov/n  centre  morning  sv/eeplng 
is  undertaken  by  an  augmented  gang  using  one  of  these 
appliances,  and  once  the  tovm  centre  has  been  cleared  the 
normal  gang  ta.kes  over  a residental  area,  whilst  the 
remaining  sweepers  take  over  their  individual  beats.  The 
second  small  gang  operales  in  the  Glasshoughton  area, 

All  street  gullies  are  cleansed  by  vaouiaa  tank 
vehicles  v/hich  also  assist  in  cesspool  emptying,  sewer 
flushing  etc.  With  the  marking  up  of  private  streets  and  the 
creation  of  housing  schemes,  it  has  been  necessary  to  employ 
an  extra  vehicle  and  there  are  nov;  four  permanently  engaged 
in  the  department.  During  the  sumraer  months  these  vehicles 
undertake  some  street  \7ai,shing  in  hot  v;eather,

During  the  yerjr,  existing  accoinniodc.tion  v/as  once  again 
augmented  by  nev;  conveniences  serving  the  Bus  Station  in  iilbion 
Street,  These  rere  priiaarily  intended  for  the  travelling 
public,  but  are  of  course  in  general  use. 

On  the  opening  of  the  Bus  Station,  re -staffing  organisation 
took  place  and  the  x/onien’s  section  of  the  conveniences  at 
Bradley  Street  and  those  at  the  Bus  Strtion  are  served  jointly 
by  tvvo  female  attendants  worlcLng  shifts.  The  men' s section  at 
the  Bus  Station  being  served  by  a v/hole-tiue  attendant  who 
serves  the  Station  generally;  v/hilst  the  men's  section  at 
Bradley  Street  is  served  by  an  attendcjit  v/ho  also  deals  with  the 
urinals  in  the  town  centre. 

During  the  yecx  legisla.tion  v;as  enacted  prohibiting  the 
presence  of  turnstiles  for  public  conveniences,  ojid  those  at 
Bradley  Street  were  consequently  removed,  thereby  materially 
extending  the  scope  for  vandalism. 

In  the  past  I have  referred  to  the  damage  done  to  public 
conveniences  throughout  the  town,  and  during  the  year  under 
review  the  damage  undoubtedly  increased,  particularly  in  those 
conveniences  where  turnstiles  had  previously  exercised  a measure 
of  control.  liliilst  I crji  appreciate  that  this  apparatus  does 
cause  some  inconvenience  at  times,  we  have  always  found  it  to 
have  a controlling  ird’luence,  and  I regrjrd  their  remove,!  as  a 
retrograde  and  not  a.  progressive  step,
